Local man is jailed after 
burgling friend’s home 


A BLOODSTAIN on a piece of 
broken glass led to a Barry man 
being jailed for 10 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court for burgling 
the home of a friend, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Gary Beacham (43) of Holm Street, 
Barry, was told by Recorder Jeremy 
Jenkins: “You had been a guest in 
your victim’s flat, and this was a 
breach of trust. 

“There was a degree of planning. 
You needed cash to sustain your drug 
use and even after being arrested, you 


maintained you were innocent.’ 

Beacham pleaded guilty to burgling 
the flat of Ann-Marie Dunne and 
stealing a laptop computer. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said she 
went out and returned to find a glass 
panel on the front door smashed and 
her computer missing. 

“He may have got away with it, but 
he caught himself on the glass and he 
left a bloodstain which resulted in his 
DNA indicating his identity.”

the plastic fencing had 
been pulled up and the 
toys had gone. 

“The only things left 
were the slab and a 
prayer book.” 

Elaine had a difficult 
pregnancy with John in 
the late seventies and he 
was bom by caesarean 
section. 

“He was only five 
pounds nine ounces. He 
only had one kidney 
and had a heart defect. 
When he died, he was 
only eight pounds, eight 
ounces - he’d hardly 
put on any weight.” 

Over the years, 
Elaine’s consolation 
was keeping an eye on 
John’s grave and 
making it special. 

“When I saw what 
had happened to it, I 
was really hurt and 
upset.” 

There was damage to 
the plot about a year 
ago, but this time it was 
far worse. Elaine says 
there was also damage 


to other nearby graves. 

Her sister Beverley 
has been a support at a 
distressing time. 

Beverley said: “Some 
people are sick. They 
think doing something 
like this is funny - it 
isn’t. 

“Perhaps a CCTV 
system would deter 
people from doing this. 
If any other relatives 
have a problem (with 
damage to graves) they 
should let the council 
know so it knows the 
extent of the problem.” 

The sisters suspect, 
but can’t be sure, that it 
is the work of mindless 
teenagers who don’t 
understand the anguish 
their actions have 
caused. They are sure it 
could not have been 
caused by the weather.

Is joint ‘banking shop’ 
the answer to closures? 


1 REFER to Mr Banks’ letter about 
bank closures in Llantwit Major (The 
GEM, January 21) in which he 
advocates that Llantwit Major-based 
customers of HSBC, NatWest and 
Barclays should switch their allegiance to 
Lloyds Bank. 

This is an interesting proposal, which - as a 
customer of both the NatWest and Barclays - I 
shall indeed consider, but there might be a different 
way forward, albeit it requires some creative 
thinking at their respective head offices. 

We cannot escape the facts that the three bank 
branches were under-used (thanks to online 
banking, if nothing else) and that the banks are 
obliged to their shareholders to make tough 
commercial decisions. But what we need here is 
perhaps a little imagination. 

Why don’t the regional managements of the 
three banks get together and find a way of opening 
a single ‘banking shop’ at which basic banking 
services from all three banks would be available to 
the people of Llantwit Major? 

What I have in mind here is just a banking hall 
with three cashier positions respectively headed 
with the logo of each bank. 

Each position would be linked by separate 
computer terminals linking them to the main 
systems of their individual banks (not exactly 
beyond the wit of their IT departments). 

The ‘hybrid branch’ need only be open from 
12pm-3.30pm each weekday and would offer little 
more than cash transactions and (cash and cheques) 
in-payment services. 

If any of us want to meet a manager (or 


undertake a more complicated transaction), then it 
would be reasonable to expect us to travel to 
Cowbridge for the purpose. 

At the close of business each day, the three 
cashiers would head off to their respective parent 
branches in Cowbridge to ensure the insertion of 
their day’s business into clearing. 

This would maintain the three-day clearing 
timescale for cheques rather than the five-day 
option of using the Post Office; this differential of 
two days could be vital to the cash-flow of small 
local businesses. 

Such an approach would reduce the retail 
accommodation costs in Llantwit Major for each 
bank by at least 70 per cent by my reckoning. Let 
us also assume that each of the branches employs 
(or employed) four or five people, which reflects a 
total of 480 to 600 staff hours per week. 

The proposal set out above would reduce this to 
60 staff hours per week, a significant saving for all 
three banks. 

There will, of course, be new set-up costs for 
each of the three banks but I doubt if any did not - 
or will not - financially benefit from the disposal 
of their premises in Llantwit Major. 

Perhaps what we need from the banks here is 
actually just a bit of joined-up and customer- 
focussed thinking? This could be a model 
approach for other communities in rural areas 
which are quickly becoming branch-bankless.

HOW BOND STREET’ BECAME 
A STREET OF CHARITY SHOPS 


I N your January 21 
edition, you headlined 
the anger resulting 
from the Vale planning 
committee’s approval of 
the latest Darren Farm 
scheme. 

Anger? Most certainly - 
generated, not by the 
disappointment or the non¬ 
comprehension of this 
decision - but by the 
extraordinary activity, or 
strategic inactivity, these people 
employed in achieving, what 
they would consider, success: 
thwarting the right of the 
residents to an independent 
inquiry and fair judgment. 

In the 90s, a BBC 
commentator described 
Cowbridge as ‘the Bond Street 
of south Wales’. 

Since that time, due to the 
cupidity of landlords and the 
ever-increasing burden of 
business rates, it is now reduced 
to a high street of charity shops 
and chain coffee bars. 

Choked by traffic with 


nowhere to park, we have no 
proper public transport system, 
police presence - or even public 
advice centre. 

The only real employment in 
this town of only 4,000 
inhabitants, is in meeting the 
needs of this small service 
industry. There are no other job 
opportunities that necessitate 
the importation of another 700 
workers. 

It is its unique character, as 
it has been for many decades, 
that makes it such a delightful 
and relaxing place to visit. 
Indeed, it is tourists and 
‘visitors’ that provide its almost 
sole income. 

I know, because my wife and 
I owned and ran a very busy 
Wine House in the High Street 
of Cowbridge for over 15 years, 
providing, at one time, 
employment for some 40 people 
(Farthings). 

The residents and traders of 
Cowbridge have grown used to 
fighting off successive 
landowners, developers and 
financial predators intent on 


obtaining selfish benefit from 
our town.

‘first’ for Dinas

DETAILS of the potential 
social housing element of the 
Ardwyn development off Pen y 
Turnpike, were presented to 
Dinas Powys Community 
councillors recently. 

Two houses with two bedrooms 
were to be provided for low 
costownership. Although no actual 
prices were currently available, it is 
thought that the cost would be 
around £160,000 each. 

The buyers would contribute 70 
per cent of the cost. In addition, two 
one bedroom apartments and two 
houses would be available for rent. 

This information was provided by 
Mr Trevor Saunders of theVale 
Housing Department and Ms Fatima 
Yarwood of the Hafod Housing 


Association. The allocation of the 
properties were to conform with the 
guidelines regarding priorities and 
allocation in line with the current 
Homes4Uu andAspire20wn policies. 
These arrangements were part of the 
planning consent approved by the 
Vale Council. 

Coun Keith Hatton, chair of the 
community council, said that there 
was a desire to ensure that local 
people had an opportunity to live in 
Dinas Powys. All new developments 
across the Vale were to have an 
element of low cost housing. It is 
believed that this is the first such 
scheme in Dinas Powys. 

It is important that people with a 
local connection to Dinas Powys 
should benefit from new housing 
developments.

EXACTLY 100 
years ago the 
paddle steamer 
Barry became the 
last British vessel 
to leave Sulva Bay, 
evacuating British 
troops who had 
fought in the 
disastrous World 
War One Gallipoli 
campaign, writes 
Terry Sylvester. 

The pleasure steamer 
Barry was built for the 
Barry Railway 
Company at the famous 
John Brown shipyard, 
on the Clyde. The 
shipyard later built the 
magnificent Cunard 
liners Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Barry sailed on day 
trips from Barry pier to 
all the favourite places 
in the Bristol Channel, 
including Weston and 
Ilfracombe and after her 
valiant war service was 
eventually bought by P 
& A Campbell. It 
became a member of 
the much-loved White 
Funnel fleet, and was 
renamed Waverley. 

The steamer was 
sunk by German 
bombers in the North 
Sea, in World War Two. 

The steamer’s 
steering wheel and 
brass window frames 
were found by divers 
and have now been

Elaine reported the 
incident to Barry Town 
Council. The sisters 
hope that the police or 
cemetery staff can carry 
out checks on the 
cemetery to ensure 
nothing untoward is 
happening outside 
opening hours. 

Last year, their 
mother Betty Davies 
died and they were 
considering interment of 
her ashes at the 
cemetery, but are likely 
to scatter them instead. 

Elaine said: “We’ve 
put new plants and 
fencing at John’s grave 
now, and two butterflies 
on hard sticks pushed 
hard into the ground. 

I’m just hoping and 
praying it doesn’t 
happen again.” 
APPROVED CCTV’ 

Barry Town Council’s 
acting town clerk Angie 
Norman, expressed 
sympathy for Elaine and 
her family, adding that 
CCTV was going to be 
fitted in certain parts of 
the cemetery. 

“We have recently 
received a complaint of 
damage to a grave in 
Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery although the 
exact details of the 
grave were not 
provided. 

“We are constantly in 
communication with the 
PCSO who patrols that 
area and they regularly 
patrol within the 
grounds of the cemetery 
during normal working 
hours and they patrol the 
area outside the 
cemetery out of normal 
working hours. 

“The cemetery is 
locked at night; 


however, this does not 
prevent those who want 
to get in from getting in. 
The cemetery consists of 
more than 56 acres of 
land and it would be 
impracticable to provide 
CCTV coverage for its 
entirety. 

“However, the 
council has approved 
CCTV to be fitted in 
certain areas of the 
cemetery in the 
forthcoming financial 
year and it is hoped that 
this will act as a 
deterrent in the future. 

“During the day 
cemetery staff are asked 
to be vigilant at all times 
and we would urge the 
public visiting the 
cemetery to report 
anything they deem to 
be suspicious to either 
the cemetery staff - or 
the council office on 
01446 704920.” 

She emphasised: “Our 
sympathies are with Mrs 
Cleary and her family 
and indeed any families 
of any grave that is 
damaged and would ask 
the perpetrators to think 
long and hard about 
their actions and how 
much distress they are 
causing families when 
they carry out these 
actions. 

“We would ask that if 
anyone experiences an 
incident to their loved 
one’s grave, or sees any 
suspicious behaviour, no 
matter how insignificant 
it may appear, that they 
contact the council 
offices and report it, 
giving their name, the 
grave number, and the 
extent of the damage so 
we can log the 
complaint and advise 
staff to keep a watch on 
the grave space.” 


'Meals on Wheels 
service must not 
be discontinued’ 


THE Vale of 
Glamorgan social 
care scrutiny 
committee has been 
given an update on 
the future of the 
Meals on Wheels 
service in the 
county, following a 
report requested by 
Independent Coun 
Richard Bertin. 

He said that although 
there is no statutory 
requirement for councils 
to provide meals on 
wheels for residents, it 
must however access the 
needs of individuals to 
allow for independence 
at home. 

“Over time, the 
service has been 
reduced across the Vale 
and the number of those 
who now depend on the 
service has fallen to just 
75 individuals, but some 
claim it has been 
deliberately been 
allowed to run down to 
discontinue the service. 

“The current charge 
for a meal is £4.10 but 
this is heavily 
subsidised by taxpayers 


across the Vale. 

“Meanwhile, 
consultation has taken 
place with those who 
use the service t help 
decide on future 
provision and the 
authority is to consider 
raising the cost of meals 
to reduce subsidy, and 
look at alternative 
provision. 

“Meals on wheels 
services have been cut 
in recent years 
throughout the UK, due 
to central government 
cuts.” 

He went on: “A brief 
on the meals on wheels 
running cost in the Vale 
for 2014/15 was shown 
as £46,244 and 
deducting the income, 
the service was 
overspent by £33,056. 

“The meals on wheels 
service is an essential 
for many elderly people. 

“We must ensure that 
this important service 
remains to ensure that 
elderly people keep well 
and are able to live 
independently in their 
own homes,” Coun 
Bertin maintained.

“This was the reason 
why this administration 
removed the Weycock 
Cross site, and others 
like it, from the Vale’s 
draft local development 
plan.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “I am delighted 
that the plans for 
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excessive housing in 
this key area of Barry 
have been rejected. 

“The community and 
Friends of Weycock 
Cross group worked 
together to oppose the 
plans that would have 
increased congestion at 
an already busy road 
junction and 
transformed the 
character of the area. 

“The good news 
surrounding the 
infrastructure 
improvements to Five 
Mile Lane are only 
beneficial if housing 
plans take bottlenecks 
into account. 

“This is an important 
victory for the 
community in Barry and 
I was delighted to have 
been able to give them 
my full support over a 
number of years.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “I welcome this 
announcement from the 
Minister and know that 
the many constituents 
who have made 
representations on the 
issue, with my support, 
will be delighted.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said that the 
appeal was lodged 
before the determination 
of the second planning 
application by the 
council but a 
recommendation of 
refusal was supported 
by the Vale Council 
Planning Committee. It 
was on the grounds that 
the development was 
contrary to the adopted 
Unitary Development 
Plan; would impact 
upon the existing Green 
Wedge between Barry 
and Rhoose; would lead 
to a coalescence of 
settlements; failed to 
mitigate against the 
increase in traffic 
create, and on the 
grounds that it was 
premature in advance of 
the adoption of the 
Deposit Draft Local 
Development Plan 
which has recently been 
submitted to Welsh 
Government.

From Worms Head to 
Spaniard Rocks and 
then back to Rhossili 


ARRIVING at Rhossili on a 
dry but misty morning, a 
group of eight walkers from 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers, including leader 
Robin and dogs Pepper and 
Fudge, set off down steps 
fashioned into the cliff while 
drinking in the views across of 
Rhossili bay, and back towards 
mist-covered Worms Head. 

Named Wurm by the Vikings, which 
means dragon, the island is shaped like 
a great sea serpent rising from the tide 
and is joined to the mainland by a 
rocky causeway, only accessible at low 
tide. 

With crashing waves as an 
accompaniment, although the tide was 
ebbing, the three-mile trek across 
Rhossili Bay led them to climb 
Spaniard Rocks allegedly named after 
gold coins found from an ancient 
shipwrecked vessel. 

Trudging through Broughton 
Burrows into a caravan park before 
turning inland through a metal gate, a 
series of empty fields led them up to a 
road and, following this for a short 
distance, a muddy track through 
bracken led them around the lower 
slopes of Llanmadoc Hill. 

Descending through a boggy field at 
Llangennith, a warm welcome lay in 


store at the Kings Head which 
welcomes dogs of all shapes and sizes 
and the group’s reward came in the 
shape of a hearty lunch soon devoured 
before it was time to move on. Passing 
the distinctive village church dedicated 
to St Cenydd, whom the village is 
named after, with its saddle-back tower 
and fascinating 20 th century carved 
lych-gate, a paddle uphill along a 
rough bridle path running in water led 
on to a climb up open moorland onto 
the ridge of Rhossili Down. 

Heading eastwards into a brisk 
south-easterly breeze, the forecasted 
rain started to fall and as the tide had 
turned huge waves were crashing up 
against the rocky cliffs of Worms 
Head. After a tricky descent via muddy 
paths, and a trip through the 
churchyard of St Mary the Virgin in 
Rhossili to view the ancient carved 
archway above the front door, outer 
wet clothing was soon removed, prior 
to the journey home.

Schools continue to 
set high standards 


SCHOOLS in the Vale have 
been rated as some of the best 
in Wales, in a report published 
by the Welsh Government. 

The National School Categorisation 
System, which came into force in 
2014, reviews how well each primary 
and secondary school in Wales is 
performing. The system is built around 
the verification of each school’s own 
self-evaluation and takes into account 
both current standards and the capacity 
to improve. 

Although standards in the Vale were 
previously rated very highly, this 
year’s results have seen a surge of Vale 
schools moving into the top category 
for standards with almost half (43.1 per 
cent) being placed in the top group, a 
figure that has more than doubled since 
January 2015. 

More than three quarters of the 
Vale’s schools (76.4 per cent) were 
placed in the top two groups. 

Even more encouraging for the 
county is that more that 80% of the 


schools were rated as having the 
highest levels of potential for further 
improvement. 

Coun Chris Elmore, cabinet 
member for children’s services and 
schools, said: “National categorisation 
is a vital tool in our drive to continue to 
improve our schools. 

“The categorisation decision takes 
into account important areas such as 
literacy and numeracy, alongside the 
ability of the school to make progress. 

“Today’s results show that not only 
are the Vale’s schools some of the best 
in Wales but also that the excellent 
work being undertaken by both the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council in 
partnership with the Central South 
Consortium and the schools 
themselves means they are likely to 
become even better in the future.” 

The figures released by Welsh 
Government this week come less than a 
month after the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council was commended by the 
education inspectorate Estyn for its 
improvement over the last three years.

Remembering the ‘Uber Turkey’ 


THE speaker at Barry 
Men’s Forum last week was 
Mr Mac Tanner, whose 
subject was the Brabazon 
giant aircraft, often seen by 
Forum members while on 
test flights over Barry. 

Mac described it as an ‘Uber 
Turkey’, because while the project 
was not a commercial success, 
that did not make it a technical 
failure. In fact, it had far reaching 
design features utilised in todays 
aircraft. 

Brabazon development was 
surprisingly started in 1942 during 
the height of the Second World 
War. It was never part of the war 
effort, but as a civil aircraft, in 


preparation for the post-war 
period and designed to 
outcompete America. 

The giant aircraft was designed 
to carry 100 passengers in luxury 
across the Atlantic in 12 hours. 
Unfortunately, the world hovered 
on the cusp of change that was to 
hit the industry with great impact, 
the jet engine. 

It was in September 1949 that 
the first flight took place, watched 
by hundreds of journalists, TV and 
film news crews, and reported all 
over the world. With a wing span 
of 230 ft and length of 177 ft, the 
roar of the eight 18 cylinder 
engines was a sound not forgotten 
by those who heard it. 

It was approximately the size of 


an Airbus 300, which can carry 
300 passengers, against the luxury 
accommodation of the Brabazon’s 
planned 100 passengers, who were 
to be provided with beds - then 
abandoned as too opulent - but 
now introduced into the latest 
aircraft.

AM’s warning on ‘silent majority’ 


Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for 
South Wales West, Dr 
Altaf Hussain, has 
called on groups from

These lyrics came to 
mind this week as the 
Welsh Government 
rightly faced criticism 
for paying £25 million 
over the odds for Cardiff 
airport. 

If that were not 
enough, we finally 
discovered the truth 
about WAG land sales 
and the tens of millions 
of pounds lost in that 
transaction. So startling 
were the losses that First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
was forced to make an 
apology. 

The finance minister, 

Jane Hutt AM, 
complains about loss¬ 
making bank branches 
being closed, but said 
little about the closure of 
public services, such as 
libraries. Perhaps if she 
had kept her eye on ‘her 
ball’ then there would 
have been considerably 
more in the public purse 
to protect our public 
services! 

To no one’s surprise, 
we also learnt that the 
waiting times for the 10 
most common surgical 
procedures were up to 
twice as long in Wales as 
in England. This despite 


to assume that a national charity with over 500 
shops, is well aware of the costs entailed in setting 
up a new store and does so as economically as 
possible within a given location - while being 
confident, with the aid of mainly volunteer staff, of 
making a profit in due course. 

One hopes that the complainants are all 
volunteer managers in the shops of their chosen 
charities in order to minimise running costs; and 
that whilst doing so they are happy to work in 
scruffy and substandard conditions, in order to save 
some more funds on refurbishment. 

The point that such a shop may well look 
unattractive to customers when compared to other 
shops competing for business would appear not to 
matter. 

Eventually, market forces will determine whether 
there is sufficient business to maintain a buoyant 
High Street composed of profitable private, national 
or charity shops - or you have numerous derelict 
premises - an option which makes any number of 
charity shops an attractive alternative. 

I would add that my only connection with 
charity shops, other than as a customer, is having a 
wife who has volunteered as an assistant in one 
(not, dare I say, in Cowbridge) on a regular basis 
for about two years, who, I am assured, appreciates 
volunteering in a pleasant environment.

arrival of Spotlight could 
be construed as another 
attempt to artistically 
cash in on what was, and 
indeed is, a hot subject 
matter. 

What it is, however, is 
far more than that, a film 
that takes such an 
incredible story and 
delivers a grit and 
substance that makes it a 
hugely engrossing, 
harrowing story 
exceptionally told. 

You can tell just by 
looking at the cast that 
this is going to be a 
well-acted piece of 
work, and there isn’t a 
weak link amongst them. 
It’s a true ensemble in 
the sense that not one 
character really stands 
out ahead of others, but 
that isn’t to say that 
these are 

underdeveloped by any 
stretch. 

Each has their 
moment to shine, 
whether it’s a 
grandstanding moment 
of clarity (Keaton) or a 
subtle show of how 
actions of the accused 
clergy can be traced 
back to your own 
doorstep (d’Arcy 
James). 

For Michael Keaton, 
his renaissance 
continues, the actor 
delivering a strong turn, 


while Liev Schreiber is a 
powerful figure, albeit 
one in in the background 
of events to a degree. 

Rachel McAdams is 
her usual, impressive 
self in a nicely-tuned 
turn, while both d’Arcy 
James and John Slattery 
offer substance to 
proceedings. 

In an ensemble of 
great turns it’s the 
always-watchable Mark 
Ruffalo who perhaps 
shines the brightest, not 
through being pushed to 
the forefront but simply 
by embodying a 
character whose 
righteous anger at events 
fuels his desire to make 
wrongs right, even if it 
can only be in print. 

If there’s a guiding 
moral compass in this 
story it's in Ruffalo’s 
Mike Rezendes, who 
pushes the limits even 
when faced with 
pressures both internal 
and external. 

Tom McCarthy’s 
direction is muted but 
strongly executed - this 
is an actor’s film, where 
the performances do 
much of the heavy 
lifting, but that isn’t to 
damn him with faint 
praise as the drama of 
talking heads discussing 
events of incredible 
weight and implication 
is given drive by 
McCarthy, with lots of 
‘walk-and-talks’ 


conveying the fast-paced 
working environment 
and the urgency of what 
the journalists are 
embarking on. 

McCarthy co-wrote 
the screenplay with Josh 
Singer, and between 
them they have crafted 
an engrossing take on a 
story that is shocking 
and heart-wrenching. 

While it is played for 
fact over melodrama, the 
pair never lose sight 
over what is essential at 
the core of the story and 
pull few punches in the 
course of the film (with 
the postscript prior to the 
end credits a sadly 
unsurprising sting in the 
tail, highlighting that, in 
the words of one 
journalist, this is merely 
the end of the 
beginning). 

The mark of a truly 
great film is how it 
manages to linger long 
past the credits and get 
under your skin, and 
Spotlight certainly 
manages that. 

In its telling of a story 
of a crusading press 
going toe-to-toe with a 
religious institution, it 
manages to fuse into 
what will easily be one 
of the stand-out films of 
the year. 

VERDICT -A 
compelling true-life tale 
exceptionally told, 
Spotlight has substance 
and gravitas in spades, 


yet digs to tell a story 
that is hard to believe is 
true. A superb ensemble 
cast impress, shepherded 
by Tom McCarthy’s 
direction, and make a 
powerful and lingering 
piece of work. 

Essential viewing.

Six of the best...but who will go 
on to lift the prestigious trophy?

T HE oldest and, 
arguably, greatest 
rugby tournament 
in the world - the Six 
Nations (previously, the 
Five Nations and before 
that, the Home Nations) is 
about to kick off again 
and lighten the gloom of 
winter with an early 
promise of spring days to 
come. 

Once again, there is the 
familiar nervous anticipation, fed 
as always, by media hype and 
intense speculation by the 
pundits, as prospects for each of 
the six contestants are pored over 
and endlessly analysed, while the 
bookies lay odds on the chances 
of one team or another claiming 
the coveted title. 

As always, the likely outcome 
of this 17th Six Nations 
championship, is difficult to 
predict. While some notables in 
the London-based media have 
expressed doubts, others have 
heavily tipped England, 


notwithstanding the men in 
white’s collapse and failure to 
qualify from their group in last 
autumn’s Rugby World Cup, 
following the shock defeat to an 
injury-ravaged Wales side at 
Twickenham. 

Clearly, the hope is that the red 
rose’s fortunes will be quickly 
restored under former Australia 
and Japan head coach, Eddie 
Jones, who has taken over the 
mantle from the ill-starred Stuart 
Lancaster. 

The Man from Oz has vowed 
to “get the team back to basics” 
with a more hardline, physical 
approach built on traditional 
English ruggedness up front, 
epitomised by his new skipper, 
abrasive hooker Dylan Hartley - 
whose career has been marred by 
acts of ill-discipline. 

The new regime get their first 
test on Saturday evening in the 
battle of Mur ray field, where they 
face an upwardly mobile 
Scotland side, under Kiwi head 
coach Vern Cotter, still buoyant 
from an impressive World Cup 
run that was only ended by a 
controversial refereeing decision, 


which cost them a quarter final 
victory against Australia. 

Cotter’s clan will be 
determined to continue this 
resurgence against the ‘auld 
enemy’ and a lively Calcutta Cup 
clash could well spring a 
surprise! 

Before that match, France, the 
only Six Nations camp with a 
native-born head coach, the 
shrewd Guy Noves ( both Ireland 
and Wales are also coached by 
New Zealanders) face the slowly- 
improving Italians, whose French 
coach, Jacques Brunei, will be 
looking to maintain this in Paris 
against a team desperate to 
rediscover their Gallic elan after 
the humiliation of a Six Nations 
‘wooden spoon’ last year. 

There should be no shock 
result there, though. 

...Then on Sunday comes the 
eagerly-awaited Celtic encounter 
when Wales open their 2016 
campaign against an Ireland side 
gunning for a record-breaking 
third championship title in a 
row - which would be a truly 
remarkable achievement. 

However, the men in green had 
a disappointing Rugby World 
Cup and and will also be under 


extra pressure following 
retirements and recent injury 
worries; while Wales fared 
better at RWC, despite a 
crippling casualty list which, 
happily, is now almost a thing of 
the past. 

They will justifiably be 
confident of success on a ground 
where they have had some 
notable results in the past. 

Gatland and his fellow Kiwi 
counterpart, Joe Schmidt, will 
not have been helped by the 
latest failure of the inconsistent 
Welsh regions (and, strangely, 
the Irish provinces) to make their 
mark in European competition. 

How well the negative effects, if 
any, on the players have been 
defused and managed in the 
respective camps may well be a 
deciding factor - and an 
interesting side issue - given that 
both national coaches are 
contenders to lead the next 
British and Irish Lions’ tour to 
New Zealand. 

So the stage is set for the 2016 
Six Nations....let battle commence!

AS flu continues to 
circulate in Wales, 
health experts and 
charities are urging 
people with chronic 
kidney disease to get 
protected against 
flu as soon as 
possible.

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PENARTH HOCKEY CLUB NEWS ROUND-UP 


THERE were goals galore once again for 
Penarth Hockey Club, but just one win 
from the latest round of games in the 
GoCrea8 Hockey League. 

CIRENCESTER 9, PENARTH 7 
Despite having scored 11 goals without reply 
when the sides met at Stanwell earlier in the 
season, Penarth knew they would have to rely on 
their new-found strength and depth to get the job 
done away to a Cirencester team that had been 
stronger at home. 

Bereft of five first team regulars, Penarth still 
boasted a strong side, highlighting the gains made in 
the off-season, and remained confident of taking all 
three points following a positive warm-up. 

True to form, the Bears came flying out of the 
traps and took the lead almost immediately as 
player-coach Ben Croxall drove into the ‘D’ from a 
free hit and found Rhys Evans, who smashed home 
high onto the net. 

It would be a short-lived lead, however, as 
Cirencester equalised almost as quickly following 
after a mix up in the Penarth defence. The visitors 
then found themselves bombarded by a rampant 
home side, who scored a quick-fire three goals to 
leave the Vale side shell-shocked. 

Although Laith El-Khatib would manage to give 
the Bears some respite from the onslaught by putting 
away another drag flick, Cirencester refused to let up 
and continued their assault, scoring a further two 
goal before El-Khatib scored a brilliant solo goal, 
receiving the ball on the halfway line before driving 
to the top of the ‘D’ and unleashing a reverse-stick 
shot to give Penarth some hope despite heading into 
half-time 6-3 down. 

The scoring would not slow up in the second half 
either, as Penarth battled to get back into the game 
but remained leaky at the back, conceding too many 
soft goals. 

With less than 10 minutes to run, a late goal rush 
from El-Khatib brought the visitors to within one 
goal of salvaging something from the game, but 
going a man down and pushing for the equaliser 
allowed Cirencester to break away and score, putting 
the game to bed at 9-7. 

Penarth will now have to bounce back and not 
dwell on the defeat with both Swansea City and 
Cardiff University breathing down their necks at the 
top of De Cymru and Marches 1. 

PENARTH B' 4, TRINITY ST DAVID'S 0 
While the second XI were forced to sit out an ill- 
timed bye week and stew over their heavy defeat 
to Swansea University the previous weekend, 
Penarth Bees entertained Trinity St David's but 
made heavy weather of beating the De Cymru 3 
whipping boys before running out comfortable 4- 
0 winners 

Skipper Nick Pratt was determined that Penarth 
should not take the opposition lightly, despite the 
visitors losing 17-0 to Penarth's promotion rivals 
Bridgend the previous week, but the embarrassment 
of riches in having a large squad proved more of a 
hindrance than a help as the Bees struggled to 
establish a coherent platform from which to 
pressurise the previously suspect visiting defence. 

The Thomas brothers, Paul and David, were 
prominent as Penarth finally started to exert some 
degree of control and, following an excellent goal 
from the hard working Sam Salisbury, it was Paul 
Thomas who settled the home side's nerves with a 
second strike. 

Given the fragility of the visitors' defence, many 
expected the flood gates to open as Penarth forced a 
succession of penalty corners, but a combination of 
good goalkeeping and profligate finishing saw the 
Bees turn round only 2-0 ahead. 

The Vale side gradually started to dominate, but 
the third goal this ascendancy merited continued to 
elude them until Sam Salisbury doubled his tally 
with a smart finish. 

Despite further pressing and reducing the visitors 
to the occasional breakaway, Penarth's earlier 
profligacy returned and it was only following 
excellent advantage from umpire Matt Birch that 
Pratt was able to drive the back line to set up James 
Kerr-Smith to finally score Penarth's fourth. 

There was much discussion post match as to who 
was Penarth's man-of-the-match before the skipper 
finally decided to award the accolade to the 
returning Dave Thomas who, once again, was 
behind most of the Bees' best attacking play. 

Despite having failed to close the gap on second- 
placed Bridgend in terms of goal difference, the 
outcome of Penarth's season remains largely in their 
own hands as Bridgend still have to face the 
Seasiders, while both sides have games against 
runaway leaders Whitchurch before the end of the 
campaign. 

The Bees now have two weeks off, but Saturday 
will see the younger component of the team forming 
the basis of a development XI playing in a round 
robin tournament with similar sides from

WITH days to go, 
the countdown is 
well and truly on to 
the Barry Town 
United vs The New 
Saints match at 
Jenner Park in the 
fourth round of the 
JD Welsh Cup - 
and the revival of a 
rivalry which 
encompassed some 
memorable 
moments between 
1994 and 2004, as 
the sides each 
occupied a place in 
Welsh football's 
domestic top flight. 

The first Town vs 
Saints match in October 
1994 ended in a 2-2 
draw at Jenner Park, 
with the return in April 
notable for Paul Giles 
scoring in the first match 
since he and brother 
David took the 
managerial reins from 
previous boss Eddie 
May. 

Future manager Gary 
Barnett would later score 
his first for Barry in 
February 1996’s draw in 
Llansantffraid, while 
Giles’ team marched 


towards a first Welsh 
Premier League 
championship. 

In April 1996, a brace 
from Tony Bird helped 
Barry to a 2-1 win over 
the Saints at Ninian 
Park; the match played 
at the home of Cardiff 
City as work continued 
on installing new 
facilities at Jenner Park, 
including the smaller 
second stand. 

In a trivia note, the 
match was also the first 
of two capital clashes in 
the space of a month, 
preceding a famous 1996 
Welsh Cup final at the 
National Stadium that 
the Saints would win on 
penalties, following a 
scintillating 3-3 draw. 

Among the thrills and 
spills that afternoon, 
Barry goalkeeper Mark 
Ovendale saved a pair of 
spot kicks in the 
shootout, while also 
stepping up to score one 
of his own. 

On a comparatively 
forgotten but similarly 
thrilling day at Jenner 
Park, October 1996, 
served up another 3-3 
draw with Phil Johnson 
equalising in the final 
moments to secure a 
point for the Town.

The result would 
maintain Barry's positive 
start to a league 
campaign they would 
complete with over 100 
points and only one 
defeat. As fate would 
have it, that loss would 
come against the Saints, 
whose 1-0 win on home 
turf in March 1997 
reaffirmed their status 
the Town’s bogey side. 

Nevertheless, 
September 1997 saw the 
Town earn emphatic 
retribution, as prolific 
Barry forward Eifion 
Williams scored five 
times in a thumping 10-0 
win. With the Town also 
knocking the Saints out 
of the Welsh Cup in 
1996-97 and 1997-98, a 
period of head-to-head 
dominance ensued with 
Barry completing a 
league double over the 
Saints in consecutive 
seasons to boot. 

Among all the 
victories, a February 
1999 match between 
Barry and TNS at Jenner 
Park played host to an 
unexpected visitor, in the 
form of one Sepp 
Blatter. The FIFA 
president had been in the 
capital to discuss the 
controversial Arsenal vs 
Sheffield United FA Cup 
tie of a week earlier, and 
joined UEFA counterpart 
Lennart Johanssen in the 
new stand at Jenner Park 
as Barry earned a 2-0 
win. 

Kicking off the 21st 
century at Jenner Park 
with a 5-1 triumph 
against TNS in January 
2000, Barry were pipped 
to the championship on 
the final day of the 
1999-2000 season, as the 
Saints clinched their first 
of seven Welsh Premier 
League titles. 

As a result, the rivalry 
between the clubs would 
intensify, peaking with a 


2000-01 campaign that 
would see them meet on 
seven different 
occasions. In the most 
infamous meeting of all, 
an FAW quarter-final at 
Jenner Park in April 

2001, took two attempts 
and almost four hours to 
complete, following a 
most unusual incident. 

Played in dreadful 
conditions, the original 
fixture had seen TNS 
take a 3-2 lead in the 
first half of extra-time, 
only for the match to be 
abandoned as the teams 
prepared to switch ends. 
The second attempt then 
brought extra-time once 
more, before Neil 
Sharp’s winner settled 
the this war of attrition 
in Barry's favour. 

The sides would then 
reconvene in May to 
contest their second 
Welsh Cup final, this 
time, at Wrexham's 
Racecourse. An 
altogether more tentative 
affair, Barry would 
emerge 2-0 victors 
following late goals 
from Jamie Moralee and 
Gary Lloyd. 

Barry and TNS most 
recently met in the 
Welsh Cup in March 

2002, as Kenny Brown’s 
Town were 3-0 winners 
at the quarter final stage. 
There were however 
more meetings to come 
between these two 
familiar foes, including a 
February 2003 encounter 
at Jenner Park that was 
watched by more than 
1,000 spectators, 
including a certain John 
Fashanu. 

With Barry 

relinquishing their fully- 
professional status later 
in the year, the 2003-04 
season would play host 
to the last Town/TNS 
matches to date, with the 
Saints beating Barry 3-0 
at the Trefan in February 


2005, a week after the 
relegation-bound Town 
had won their first game 
of the season. 

In more than a decade 
since Barry’s demotion, 
TNS have proven an all- 
conquering force in the 
Welsh Premier League, 
breaking the Town’s 
total of championship 
wins and claiming a 
slew of Welsh Cup and 
League Cup accolades 
along the way. 

Retaining the latter 
last weekend with a 2-0 
win over Denbigh Town 
in Llandudno, the 
current Welsh Cup 
holders will certainly be 
the team to beat when 
they return to Barry next 
weekend. However, a 
Barry side with nothing 
to lose and the 
opportunity to make new 
history could prove a 
genuine threat for the 
current Welsh Premier 
kingpins, with local boys 
James Dixon, Drew 
Fahiya, Ryan Evans and 
Paul Morgan among the 
talented Town squad 
looking to achieve a 
famous result for a new 
generation. 

Tickets for the Barry 
vs TNS match in the JD 
Welsh Cup fourth round 
on Saturday, February 6,

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Wales primed to end Ireland’s 
dream of history-making triple 


Our whole focus is on 
Ireland away. It’s going to be 
a pretty tough game and we 
have been slow starters in 
this tournament traditionally, 
so we know it’s important that 
we do start well.” 

T HIS was the blunt 
warning sounded by 
Wales’ head coach 
Warren Gatland and it has 
no doubt been drummed into 
the ears of the squad 
preparing for their opening 
Six Nations clash in Dublin 
this Sunday, February 7. 

The message will not be lost on 
those players who remember only 
too well the opening match of the 
campaign on February 2,2013, 
when the men from the Emerald 
Isle, led by an inspired Brian 
O’Driscoll, tore into a slumbering 
home team from the off, running 
up a quick-fire 23-3 lead and then 
holding off a belated second half 
fight-back to win 30-22 - and 
prematurely scupper Welsh hopes 
of a back-to-back Grand Slam, 
That in the end Wales went on 
to smash and grab the 
championship from a stunned 
England in an epic 30-3 win in 


Cardiff, merely underlined the 
historic opportunity that had been 
thrown away in that first 40 
minutes against Ireland, who the 
following year hammered the 
exhausted post-Lions tour Welsh 
players 26-3 in Dublin and edged 
out England for the championship, 
thanks to fewer points conceded in 
the campaign. 

The Celtic pendulum swung 
again in the 2015 Six Nations, with 
a 23-16 Welsh victory in Cardiff 
that this time deprived the Irish of 
only a third Grand Slam in their 
history, though to their credit, the 
men in green did achieve a notable 
‘double’ by retaining the 
championship title. 

Then, of course, came the two 
Rugby World Cup ‘warm-ups’ in 
the autumn, which ended honours 
even, with Wales winning 16-10 
away, and Ireland winning 35-21 
at the Millennium (previously the 
National, and now the 
Principality) stadium - which has 
had as many name changes as the 
tournament itself! 

Thus the stage is now set for the 
124th clash between these arch 
rivals who first met on January 
28,1882 at Lansdowne Road, 
Dublin, the visitors winning by 
two goals to nil under the old 
scoring system in the Home

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Nations (which became the Five 
Nations, and then the Six Nations 
in 2000). 

Ireland, on the back of their 
provinces’ success in Europe (at 
least until this year!) may have 
appeared to have had the edge in 
recent years; but in fact, overall 
Wales have won 67 of the 123 
clashes to Ireland’s 52 (with four 
matches drawn), including half of 
the 60 match-ups on Irish turf. 

Now a seasoned Welsh camp, re¬ 
energised by their widely-praised 
efforts in last year’s Rugby World 
Cup, and with the welcome return 
of most of their walking wounded, 
will be well placed to thwart 
Ireland’s history-making bid for a 
hat trick of championships. 

For it is the latter’s turn to be 
plagued by a catalogue of injuries 
to key personnel at the outset of a 
tournament, and further hit by the 
international retirement of iconic 
skipper Paul O’Connell. Not 
surprisingly, a near full -strength 


Wales will be out to exploit this in 
full and use it as a springboard for 
another title bid of their own and 
even a possible ( whisper it softly) 
fourth Grand Slam! 

Welsh followers were looking for 
clues as to how this could be 
achieved when the eagerly- 
awaited team sheet was unveiled 
on Wednesday by Warren 
Gatland. 

Would he again go for the tried 
and trusted, the men who have 
served him, and Wales, so well for 
so long - or would he lob a 
trademark surprise or two into the 
mix? 

And indeed he did! The 
inclusion of in-form wing Tom 
James in the starting line-up in 
place of Alex Cuthbert - still 
struggling back to form - was 
perhaps predictable; as is the 
inclusion of the towering Luke 
Charteris to partner Alun Wyn 
Jones in the second row, and fit 
again Jonathan Davies back at 
centre with Jamie Roberts. 

There was little surprise in the 
choice of Gareth Anscombe at full 
back, Gatland wisely resisting the 
temptation to prematurely bring 
back Liam Williams, only just 
recovered from injury, at this 
early stage in the Six Nations 
campaign. 


However, the main talking point 
has come up front - as veteran 
Gethin Jenkins makes way for 
highly-rated Rob Evans on the 
loosehead and has to settle for a 
place on a strong replacements 
bench, alongside Ken Owens, 
Bradley Davies, Tomas Francis 
and, most notably of all, Dan 
Lydiate. 

Like the others, the ‘Chopper’ 
will no doubt be called on to make 
an impact at some point, but 
Gatland has given an inkling of 
how Wales intend to meet the 
Irish challenge with an exciting 
back row of talismanic skipper 
Sam Warburton in tandem with 
the gifted Justin Tipuric and the 
ever-reliable Taulope Faletau. 

All in all, this is a selection that 
surely few could argue with, and 
hopes will be high as the Welsh 
camp sets off for Dublin.
